A ttorney General W hitney resumed his 
argum ent In sustaining the income tax 
law before the Supreme court of the 
United States yesterday. He contended 
th e lim it of $4,000 fixed by the law was 
not class legislation.

W hitney 
took up the claim that the federal gov­ 
ernm ent can not tax municipal and 
local securities held by individuals, as, 
for instance, bonds issued by New York 
city. H e said it had been decided in the 
case of Bonaparte against the state of 
Maryland that a state could tax bonds 
of the City or state of New York. If the 
state could exercise this power why 
could not the federal government do the 
sam e. 
Mr. Edmunds, counsel against the tax, 
stated the contention of his client 
against an invasion of his rights and 
an inspection of his private books and 
papers. The worst tyranny in history 
w as that which came in the guise of a 
tax. 
Speaking of the income tax law he re­ 
ferred to the provision that the 
tax­ 
payer w as required to make his return 
to 
deputy collectors. 
He 
said the 
deputy w as not recognized as a legiti­ 
m ate officer under the constitution. He 
criticised m any other features of the 
law providing for the collection of the 
tax, and pointed out that it left no room 
for resort or appeal to the courts, but 
left to the revenue officers the adjust 
ment, who, he said. were not only the 
final judges but the inquisitors as well. 
Mr. Edmunds asked the court to over­ 
rule its former decision on the income 
tax as given in the Springer case. “Let 
us,” he caid, “come back to the true rule 
of the constitution.” He argued that 
the last congress had overstepped the 
lim its of the constitution in imposing 
thi6 tax. Mr. Edmunds closed with 
plea for equality in taxation. He de­ 
clared it to be the mission of the Su 
preme court, the tribunal of last resort 
to correct such m istakes and made 
last appeal for a return to the principles 
o f equality and uniform justice, even if 
in doing so it became necessary for it 
to reverse a former decision. Attorney 
General Olney will sneak to-day.

medium, outside of gold, silver and 
currency. 
If the government possessed unlimit­ 
ed power, and should issue a million 
dollars a day for the next ten years,it 
would add nothing to national or in­ 
dividual wealth. 
The government is 
neither a bank or a business corporation 
in national capacity, it is simply the 
concentrated unit of the United Stales,

over by a chief 
magistrate 
selected by the people at large. 
Dele­ 
gated to this national congress of 
representatives, is the authority to 
enact laws for the government, pro­ 
tection and prosperity of the psople, 
and to provide by wise legislation the 
necessary funds for all legitimate ex­ 
penses. 
The money may be provided 
either by direct cr indirect tax, but in 
either event it is contributed by the 
people for the sole purpose of paying 
government expenses; if there is a Bur 
plus it belongs to the people and the 
national treasury holds it in trust un­ 
til needed for legitimate expenses 
The government as a unit, has no 
right to accumulate wealth, the right

wealth of a city is determined by the 
amount of funds in the hands of the 
city treasurer.

When the government floats a treas­ 
ury note, it passes at par, because the 
people’s money and honor is behind it. 
The gold and silver, whether coin or 
bullion, is held in trust for the people,

The government is a b rower and 
not a lender.

manufacture 
money for the purpose of loaning, or 
donating to any class of 
citizens, it 
would 
mean speedy financial ruin.
